UNITED STATES REVIEW OF 
WORLD SHIPPING. . 
- A decrease in ocean freights 
and an increase in idle tonnage as 
ago, are 
noted in the United - States De- 


‘partment of Commerce's Half’ 


yearly shipping review. ° 

. The returna for idle tonnage 
reveal a world-wide decline in the 
activity of shipping, said the re- 
view, there being at the middle 
of this year 2,055,000 gross tons 
more idle tonnage i in the principal 
maritime countries of the world 
than at the middle of 1929, an 
increase of 60 per cent. ‘ 

The total for the United Statea 
vas less by ’280,000 tons than in 
1929, but this the result largely 
of the disposal of Shipping Board 
vessels ‘for dismantling as pri- 
vately-owned American tonnage 
increased during the same period, 
Great Britain, with ita preponder- 
ance of the world’s shipping 
naturally laid up the most ton- 
nage, its incredse amounting to 
323,000 tons, or 146 per cent. - 

Another feature of.. these re- 
turns is -the subtantial amount 
of German tonnage laid up for 
the first time since the War. The 
available figures cover only Ham- 
burg, but these show a total of 
214,000 gross tons. 

There were 231,000 gross tons, 
or 7.56 per cent., more shipping 
under construction’ throughout 
the world on June 80 this year 
than a year earlier. The largest 
gain was in the United States, 
where the amount of work in 
-hand was more than double. 

’ Motorships .have_ continued to 
gain in favaur with shipowners, 
and at the middle of the year 
there were 488,000 gross tons 
more than at the middle of 1929. 
Of the total steam and motor 
shipping being built motorships 
representted 63 per cent. as com- 
pared with 60 per cent. in 1929.

could be covered with ease, The 
insurance companies have large 
bremium incomes, and they pos- 
sess funds which have beenf 
steadily built up over long} 
periods, and, as a last reserve, 
they have, mostly, much uncall-. 
ed capital. Consequently, ., the 
London market should  experi- 
ence no difficulty in providing 
ample security for the whole of 
the sums which any shipowners 
might desire to cover, if, security 
were the.only consideration.

‘| "Two THOUSAND CHINESE 
> KILLED, . 


5,000 KIDNAPPED. | 


Nanchang, Nov. 12, 

Consequent on- the raid of 
Hsin-yu in eastern Kiangsi by 
the Communist-bandits, 2,000 ‘in- 
habitants were killed, 5,000 were 
kidnapped, and 2,000 houses were 
hurnt down, causing.a loss of 
$4,000,000. A large contingent 
of Reds. under Chu, Mao, Pang 
and Huang have retreated: to Lo- 
an and Cheng-nan ‘in east Kiang- 
si. ‘The Government _ troops 
under Teng Ying are pushing for- 
‘ward from Fu-chow,. while those 
under Yoh Shing-hsun and Hu 
Tso-yueh aré launching’ an at- 
tack against the Communists 
under Fang Chi-mnan who with- 
drew from Pang Tsak and Hu- 
kow to Ching-Teh-chen. 


The National 3rd Army corps 
under Kung Ping-fan and Lo’Lin 
have made considegnble headway 
jin marching foward Ki-an, the 
jist and 2nd Aimy corps have

INTERNATIONAL. COMMITTEE 
AT AN END. 


* GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


{From Our Own Correapondent.] 
Chefoo, Nov. 3. 

A spevtial general,,meeting of 
subscribers to the International 
Committee, waa held on October 
8O;ewhen a. large and representativa 
gathering of both foreigners and 
Chinese assembled to receive the 
resignation of the Committee elect- 
ed last January, aa they had been 
requested by the newly ap 
pointed Municipal Government 
to hand, -over all mat- 
ters connected with the In, 
ternational Committee’ to the 
Municipality so that the whole 
port could be governed from one 
centre by one body. ; 

Tho Chairman of the Interna- 
tional. Committee Mr. ©. W. 
Schmidt, after a few opening re- 
marks, regretting the absence of 
the Mayor and welcoming the two 
gentlemen sent to represent him, 


lagked the Hon. Secretary, Mr. A. 


H. Faors, to inform the meeting of 
the letters and interview the Com- 
mittee had had with the Mayor. 

‘The Hon. Secretary then réad 
the ‘correspondence between the 
Municipal. Government and the 
Committee in which the, authorities 
asked for a full surrender of every- 
thing connected with the Comimit- 
tee and its work in Section 1, so 
that the whole of the port might 
be brought ‘under the digect in+ 
fluence and management of the 
Government, 

The Hon. Secretary in his re- 
marks madé it clear that it was 
only politic , om the part of the 
Committee to accede to the Mayor's 
démands and hand over all matters 
connected with the Committee to 
fall in with the wishes of the 
Mayor and give its full consant to 
the Committee, to take thia step. 

After discussion a motion was 
framed consenting to the Commit- 
tee’ passing all their interests over 
to the New Municfpal- Government 
on November 20 and unanimously | 
passed, 

A lively. discussion: took place: 
with regard to the Volunteer Fire 


| Brigade as to whether the Brigade 


should also hand over lock, stock, 
and barrel to the Municipality, and 
eventually it was passed that the 
Committee should at'the same time 
as thoy hand over,their other mat- 
ters also hand over the interests of 
the Fire Brigade with all its gear, 
as the meeting felt that it, was 
quite as important for the Munict- 
pality to look after Fires as to see 
to the lighting, etc, of the port..
